WASHINGTON, November 1.—There is a report 
current here that James isto retire from the 
Post-office Department the first ef next Jan- 
uary, and that Chauncey I. Filley of St. Louis 
has already been selected by the President to 
succeed him.

The Confederate Deposit in the Bank of 
Engiand, 

WASHINGTON, November 1.—There have 
been several applications at the Treasury De- 
partmentrecently by persons to make con- 
tracts to collect for the Government the 
balance remaining inthe Bank of England to 
the credit of the defunct Confederate States. 
One nan -Of this city, named Agar, hada con- 
tract of this kind made with Secretary Sher- 
man. This contract expired last September, 
and Agar failed to get the money. It is said 
this money owas deposited in some 
peculiar manner and controlled by five trus- 
tees who now collect the interest annually,and 
that Jeff Davis and Judah P. Benjamin are 
two of these trustees. Itis with the hope ot 
getting this money that the English capitalists 
are buying Confederate bonds, and that Ben- 
jamin has been retained by these capitalists 
as their lawyer, and he think she can recover 
the money in payment of the Con- 
federate bonds. Solicitor Raynor of 
the Treasury intends to callthe British Gov- 
ernment’s attention to the money, with a view 
of recovering it for the United States.

ROWwWANCE OF CRIME. 


A Bloody Murderer of Twenty Years 
4zo0 on Trial. 
Philadelphia s»ecial to Cincinnati Times, 

(ne of the 1: 8‘ startling romances of crime 
is bcipg dev -ped inthe trial of Theodore 
McGurk for the willful murder of James 
Needs, a colored porter of White’s dental es- 
tublishment, this city, who, nearly twenty 
years ago, Wis found gagged, and murdered 
by sufe-rol bers lt was atatime when that 
association of crime, the Moyvamensing Hose, 
was in full swing that this faithful jimitor 
was murdeicd. Theassassins were believed 
to be members of the’ hose, and so effectively 
did they cover up,the tracks of their crime 
that no clew to the Murderers was ever o}- 
tained, and the crime became lostin the ob- 
livion of tims. Eighteen years passed away, 
when sudden'y the news cime from Erie, in 
the northwestern part of the State, that the 
murderer of James Needs was in custody. 


The story of the capture andthe events 
which led to it is thus described 
by the witnesses: A few years ago 
4 young ape exceediagly beauti- 
ful widow of Mehean, Erie county, the 


daugbter of a wel! Known and highly-respect- 
ed farmer, came to this city for tbe purpose 
of ministering to the temporal and spiritual 
needs of the poor svd uafortunate of Phila- 
delphia. Having just lo-t her husband, even 
in the honeymoon of their marriage, she felt 
no inclination to return to the society she 
formerly muvedin, butexpressed an earnest 
desire to devote herself to God. In this de- 
sire she was assisted by Christian friends, 
and sheentere«d one of our hospitals. While 
performing the duties of a nurse or sister, it 
was her lotto ministertothe wreck of what 
was crice a ftine-looking man. He was but lit- 
tle known and was con-idered beyond human 
aid. He appeared to be unconscious of his 
danger, and discouraged all efforts to dis- 
cover his identitv, which he was anxious to 
conceal. Believing his days to be numbered, 
the young widow felt the tenderest compas- 
sion for ber patient and frequently sat at his 
bedside,reading to himor conversing with 
him about thé salvation of his soul. The 
man would licstaring at her for hours,dr nk- 
ing in,as she supposed, the words of comfort 
spe believed she was giving. Contrary to ex- 
pectations, the man recovered, and whea he 
wasabout to be discharged, he called his 


zeutle nurse, and begged her for (iod’s 
salve save hin from returning to a life of 


crime. Heto!d herthat for many years he 
had been associated with a powerful orzan- 
ization in this city, whose members cons:der- 
ed nocrime too dcep for commission. He 
had paiticipated in deeds of violence that 
would appaliiber could she but know, and he 
Was ¢:nxious to escape from their toils; would 
she vive him a chance to Save that soul she 
professed to be so amxious about.bv getting 
hima piace outin the country away from 
the temptations of this city’ The young 
ludy acrecd to belp bim in his endeavor to 
le'p himself, andtothatend she wrote her 
falher requesting bim to finda plaice on the 
farm for this misguided but repentant broth- 
er. Farmer Ellis consented, and the man of 
lime was transplanted to one of the most 
beautiful of rural +potsin all Pennsylvania. 
Here he worked bard fcr some time, attend- 
ed church, became a communicant, and be- 
van to be regarded as an exemplary charac- 
ter. It was noticed that he shunned com- 
pany, and whenever visitors came from Phi- 
iadelphia, or other large cities of the State, 
he would absent himseif from his duties in 
the house, and avoid letting himself be seen. 

In the course of time the young widow’s 
health made it necessary for her to abandon 
her course of life and return to her home in 
Krie county. Thenit was that the eyes of 
the servant and reclaimed sianer were lifted 
up in love for the young mistress. The man’s 
tine foym had been developed by work, and, 
possessiog a good address and fine education, 
he began bis wooing after the most approved 
method. Butthe lady gave him no eacour- 
agement. Herlove was buried in the grave 
assured her 
convert that be must relinquish all hopes of 
ever Leirg any more to ber than a sinner 
brougbtto Jesus through her efforts. But 
this he urged as one cf Li: strongest claims to 
her love. Sbe had saved his soul, and ought 
to complete the good work by saving his body, 
etc. Mrs. Sanborn resisted this wooing with 
becoming dignity: but when his 1mportunities 
became offensive she acquainted her father, 
und the man was not allowed in the hou e 
when she Wus present. About this time an 
accident brought about the fact that MeGurk 


had a wife andtwo children living in Michi- ° 


var, be having abandoned themtbere. Mrs. 
Sanborn was shocked at the deception prac- 
ticed by her convert, and more than ever 
sought to avoid him. When spoken to about 
his ceserted Wife and reproved for his wick- 
edness in daring to offer infamy to one who 
had been so kind to nim, the convert fell upon 
his knees, besought forgiveness of God and 
the lady, and stiaightway pleaded bis unholy 
love again. 

Ile wasaboutto bepacked off about his 
business, When one hotafternoon he was 
stricken Gown bythe heat and was carried 
intothe house almost lifeless. Avain he was 
declared to be dying. Within a week the 
physicians pronounced bim a dead man, and 
could only leave him medicine to alieviate the 
avonies ofdeath. At sucha time the young 
widow could not refuse to visit him, as of old. 
she vene rousiv ignored his past conduct to 
her, and ministered to bim as faithfully as 


When be Was sick in this city. One nizht, 
aboutthe last he ever expected to see, he 
eniied herto bis bedside and asked her to 


pray for bim. **Pray for a_ blood-stained 
soul,’’ said be: and the lady assumed a sup- 
pliant posture and prayed long and earnestly 
for the dving, crime-stained creature. Wen 
she arose he clasped her hand and cried: *), 
God, | caunot die with this crime on my 
saul.’ Then, still holding her hand, he 
raised bimseif in his bed and poured into her 
earthetale of that foul murder of James 
Nerds. He desaribed the ball, the faithful 
jamtor’s brave defewse of his master’s prop- 
erty, tweweriocecte andthe convulsive con- 
tortione of his body ashe, the rel itor.choked 
bim. When he concluded the narration of 
his foul deed he askea her to pray again for 
him, und Mre. Sanborr, weak with fright, 
sank to her knees without effort and invoked 
the mercy of God once more. 

(ince more MeGurk disappointed the doc- 
tors. Whenbyevery law of medicine he 
eugbtto have been dead and buried, he as- 
tonished everybody by getting well and rising 
from bis bedahaleman once more. With 
his return to health Mrs. Sanborn’s fears of 
him came back with tenfold force. He re- 
pewed bis wooing, this time urging thatthe 
possession of his secret made it necessary to 
marry him for ber own preservation. The 
young lady was distracted, not knowing 
whether it was ber duty to ype | preserve 
the confession as a death-bed comMdence or 
divuigeit. In ber distress she sought the 
advice of the Rev. George Irwin, and he told 
her to consulta lawyer immediately. She 
took nis advice and jad bare the whole mat- 
ter before Judge Vincent, of Erie. Mayor 
Stokely, of this city, was telegraphed, and in 


former associates believe they have enough 
political influence to fet him off in case of a 
second conviction. eGurk states that his 
confession was the outgrowth of delirium.

Another lady wh@is being 
prominentiv mentioned to fill the p@Sition is 
Mrs. Sarah Roosa, who was a school friend of 
the Jate Mrs. Arthur, and one of the brides- 
miids at her wedding. sShbe is the daughter 
of Mr. Haughwouc, aretired broadway mer- 
cbant. She was iaarried to Col. Frank E. 
Howe, the agent of New England in New 
York during the war, and one of tne founders 
of the Union League Club. He was Pension 
Agent here during the second term of Presi- 
deut Grant.

Beecher’s Retirement. 
New York Letter to Cincinnati Gazette. 


Beecher announces bis retirement from the 
associated editorship of the Christian Union. 
Reader, do you sinile at this? Weil, **there 
are Wicks in alltrades butours.’? ‘Theidea 
of Beecber dcing editorial service is certainly 
Judicrous. His name wasa good headpiece 
for a while at least, but at last it lostits fresn- 
ness, and hence it was justas wellto take it 
down. The value of a name is too well known 
torequire comment. I could mention a half 
dozen popular works by distinguished auth- 
ors who have been liberally paid for the use 
oftheirnames. Even to go back to Pope’s 
Odyssey, itis well Known that the work was 
done by some of the rhymin¢e Bohemians of 
that day, though Pope reaped the profit. To 
return to Beecher, I remember the time (six- 
teen years ago) when he was editor of 
the Independent. He wrote a few ed- 
itorials, but soon got tired of such work, and 
his name wasdropped. Editorial life re- 
quires stated labor, which 1s just what 
Keecherintensely dislikes. When he wrote 
forthe Ledger this disinclination annoyed 
Bonner to such a degree that he Was coin- 
pelled toadopt a new method. This was to 
send a mian to Beecher’s house every week 
with ordeis notto leave until the ‘‘*copy” 
was placed in his hand. bBeecber being thus 
put under siege, at first was wont to ‘beg 
off,’? and make promises, but after a while he 
found tbatthere was no escape and hence 
fulfiiled bis contract. Bonner paid Beecher. 
during an engagement which lasted only three 
or. four years, pearly $50,000, including 330,000 
for Norwocd. ‘This was then a profitable in- 
vesitment, but the scandal destroyed the sale 
of Beecher’s writings, and Bonner dropped 
him. Beecher has made more money by 
presching and writing than any other man 
that ever stood ina pulpit.

Lt 
is fortunate at this time that there are 
atleasta few good artesian wells in New 
York. Some of the large factories have wells 
Which have an abundant supply of water all 
the year round. Two or three of the princi- 
pal ones yield frém 600,000 to 800,000 gations 
aday. The new St. Joseph’s Home for boys, 
on Lafayette place, has a well that, lam 


told, produces 1,500 barrels of water a day. 


THE PRINCESS LOUISE. 


How She Came to Marry the Marquis of 
Lorne.

When the ergagement of the Marquis of 
Lorne to the Princess Louise was announced, 
itexcited in England very great surprise. 
Among tbe higher nobility tke affair was gen- 
erally thought ablunder, but no sort of jeal- 
ousy arose, because an alliance with royalty 
was not by any means regarded as one to be 
desired. The “true inwardness” of the mar- 
riuge is known only toa very few, but there 
is scarce a doubt that it was largely due to a 
desire to entirely wean the @iincess from an 
attachment whieh she had formed for a 
gentleman whose position was such as to 
preclude ali idea of her marrying him, 
unless precedent and eliquette were to be 
entirely set aside. At the present time 
life in Queen Victoria’s home is by no means 
a gay and festive affair, but it is gayety 
itse]li compared with what it was for sev- 
erful years after the Prince Consort’s death. 
No ycung Jadiesin England led during that 
period a duller existence than the Queen’s 
daughters. At that time the studies of 
Prince Leopold were directed by the Rev. 
Robinson Duckworth. Mr. Vuckworth, son 
of a highly respectable Liverpool merchant, 
bud been euucated at University College, Ox- 
ford, where Dr. Stanley was for many years 
tutor.

Duckwortb, was recommended 4s Governor 
of Prince Leopold. li was not extraordinary 
if Princess Louise fouid in her very dull life 
ut home agreeable distraction in the society 
ofa handsome, highly cultivated young man 
with tastes corgenial to herown. ‘Thatshe 
cid sois beyond question, and marriage with 
somebody else wus doubiless deemed the best 
course to make her forget the man she could 
not have. Lord Lorne was uvexceptionable 
in character,she had known him for years,and 
thought well of him. There is ample evidence 
that during her stay at Ottawa shedid her 
duty in her state in life, and thereis little 
likelihood that she would have returned from 
Canada but for the fact that the overturn of 
the sleigh coach in Which she was proceeding 
to the Parliament House resulted not merely 
in aserious shock to the system, but in 
specincirjury. True, she has been going 
about in kvgland, »utit is one thing to go 
about at one’s ease among friends, and 
another to maintain representation. An in- 
valid may easily dotue one, but not the 
other. Such, then, is the state of things upon 
which Mr. Lavouchere bas thought tit to 
build in Truth an apologue which all decent 
people will iegarcd with indignation and dis- 
gust.

The Duchess of Sutherland’s Daughter. 
From Olive Logan’s Londcn Letter. 

The sudden death of Lady Florence Chaptifé® 
took the beau monde by surprise this morn- 
ing. She was the eldest daughter of the 
Duke and Duchess of Sutherland, and was 
butin her twenty-sixth year. Her beauty 
wus only surpassed by her amiability, and of 
her indeed one may repeat with truth the 
hackneyed quotation: **None knew her but to 
love her, nupe vamed her butlin praise.’’ It 
is but a singic lustrum since the lovely lady 
stood a bride in the Chapel Royal, St. James’, 
and now,in giving her lord a little creature, 
her secend chid, whose love shall beip 
to heal the vwoumds on his scarred 
heart, Lady Florence dies. I wonder do you 
remember the romantie story of which Mr. 
Henry Chaplin wastbe unwilling hero? It 
was one of the sensations of the Second Em- 
pire days. Notthat it was not thoroughly 
and purely English, for it was; but the act- 
orsinit movedin the highest circles both 
bere and in Paris, and Prosper Merimee re- 
lates the scandal at length in one of his inter- 
esting ‘Letters to an Unknown.” Mr. Chap- 
lin, one of the richest and most popular of 
English county squires, Was a great patron of 
the turf, and as such frequently came in dis- 
agreeing juxtaposition with the dissolute 
young Marquis of Hastings, a sort of modern 
Duke de Lauzun,if all tales be true. ‘he 
early love, the passionate worship of 
Mr. Chaplin’s heart, was anoth- 
er Lady Florence, whose surname, 
by my faith, adfter al) these 
years, escapes my memory. They were en- 
gaged; the wedding garb bought; the feast- 
meats baked; the witnesses and bridegroom 
gathered in the church awaiting the coming 
ofthe rich commoner’s titled bride. She 
came not. The assemblage dispersed in con- 
fusion and the truth cameout: The Marquis 
of Hastings, at the last moment, had reveng- 
ed his turf defeats by the Mephistophelean 
exploit of winning away the prize of his ri- 
val’s heart. For vears Henry Chaplin was a 
broken man. Hastings died early. The 
wretched fair one disappeared from social 
ken. In course of time the early wound 
healed over, andthe day arrived when love 
revived and the ancestral hall in Lincolnshire 
welcomed a mistressin another Lady Flor- 
ence. Now comes, in the death of his wife, a 
second blow to the ’Squire of Blankney Hall. 
Such are the tragedies of this, our complex 
story of love and wrong and death and soul- 
sick woe.

SPECULATING IN CHICAGO. 


How the Women Gamble Without Be- 
ing Found Out. 
Fromthe Chicago Times. 

Large numbers of women have caught the 
crv ze for gambling in grain, and. the bucket 
shops, or “‘exchanges,”’ for the special benetit 
of the gentle sex have multiplied since the 
beginning of summer. ‘“*Women’s ex- 
changes”? have been described many times, 
but a change seems to be coming over the 
business. ‘he novelty of the thing bas worn 
away, and hundreds of women have come to 
iook upon speculation, as they cail it, much 
inthesame lightas the men«do whotake 
risks On the regular boards. ‘his feeling is 
not general, however, and considerable trad- 
ing is yet done for ladies wihto would not have 
their names known for the world. It is the 
stojen fruit of their daily lives, and the taste 
of itis sweetindeed. Nota few of the bro- 
kers have “‘tickers’’ in their houses, and a 
coterie of ladies moving in the same circle 
form a speculative syndicate, meet daily at 
a residence that is blessed witha ‘*ticker,’’ 
watch the course of the market, and send 
their order tosome breker with whom they 
bave established acredit. Others, who board 
at hotels, avail themselves in a similar man- 
ner of the information that is gleaned from 
the tape of the hotel “*ticker,’” and operate 
similarly. There are a number of legitimate 
brokerage firms down town who can voast of 
baving dozens and scores of ladies on their 
books. ‘lhey have special apartments for the 
rece ption of their femaie customers, and these 
rooms are oftentimes crowded. ‘The ladies 
who trace that way are, 4s my be surmised. 
of the better class, Indies who do not mix 
with the common herd, but who nevertheless 
have becomeinocuiated with the spirit of 
gambling, ard must tind some means of grat- 
ifyiny their tastes. 

The patrons of the bucket shops, of which 
there are no less than tive—one vf Which is 
on State street, near Washington, another 
bear the corner of Dearborn and Randolph 
streets, two near the Board of Trade, over- 
looking *“‘Gamblers’ allev,’’ and one on La 
Sajle, near Rardolph—are most miscellane- 
ous, and embrace all classes of women, just 
asthe kingied institutions which are pat- 
ronized cxclusively by the sterner sex em- 
brace all kinds and styles of men. A gooJlly 
percentage of them ure Lhe wives, sisters or 
cousins of members of the Board of ‘Trade, 
or of men emplowed about the board in 
seme capacity. They obtain **pointers’”’ from 


their male relatives and woik on them, 
or else £0 it alene and im- 
dependent. fhey are viven an ailow- 


ar ce of Din Money With the tacit understund- 
ing thatitis to be devoted to grain gambliay. 
Itoiten happens tbatfor some reason or 
Other the women operate under assumed 
names, « fact which sometimes leads to ludi- 
crous disclosures, and calis for explanations 
irom acquaintances who casually meet at 
these huuats ofspeculation. Grain gambling 
ismuch in vogue among *school teachers. 
D«zens of them ‘‘biow in’ their salaries 
aguinst the bucket shops withthe greatest 
of regularity. They are persistent gamblers, 
and their custom is sought after by the 
bucket shop people. They have a regular 
source of income, and itis such patrons the 
vamekeepers want. The schoo! teache:s who 
play against the *‘brace’’ are what are termed 
“pioducers,’? and their contributions are 
locked forio pay rent and keepthe current 
expenses of the sleek and well fed proprietors 
of the ‘‘snaps.”? The woman grain gain)blers 
as a general thing are **bulls.””’ They all make 
mokey On an advancing market. They some- 
times let their profits accumulate to a consid- 
erable amount, but the bucket shop keepers 
Suy thattheir fair patrons invariably dump 
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their profits, and more, too, ona declining |

No Witnesses to Give Testimony in a Gam- 
bling Case. 


In the Court of Criminal Correction a charge 
of keeping a gambling house was docketed 
to-day against James Torrance. When the 
witnesses for the State were called, Sergeants 
Campbell and Sam Boyd and Joseph Steynne 
stepped up. Col. Bob Claiborne occupied the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s chair during Mr. Ho- 
gan's absence on other court business. After 
a consultation with his witnesses, he stated 
that they knew nothing about the case, and 
could not testify that Torrance was the 


owner of the house in question, He 
accordingly asked for a continuance. The 
continuance, which was as follows, was 
read to him: ‘‘October 25, continued fo: the 
State.’’ He repeated the request for a continu- 
auce, but Judge Cady dismissed it for want of 
prosecution, as he did not show any cause 
why the case -hould be again continued. On 
the warrant Joseph Steynne was the only 
prosecuting witness. He was in court, and 
when asked why he did not prosecute, he said: 
‘You see I did not know anything about the 
proprietorship of thig house. I lost some 
money; theni swore out a warrant for the 
dealers. By advice of Chief Ken- 
nett, who said he would furnish 
proof as to tne ownershipjof the game, swore 
| Outa walrant for Torrance. I don’tknow how 
the policé sergeants were summoned, but they 
told the State’s attorney they did not know 
anything about it andthe case was dismissed 
for want of prosecution by the Judge. I will 
prosecute the cases of the dealers myself, as I 
know the facts.’’

What Mr. Merrell Says — Public [mprove- 
ments—Work-House—Notes. 


One ofthe papers this morning made the 
sensational announcement that somebody had 
been indicted by the grand jury, and would 
to-day be arrested for stealfng $2,000 from the 
city treasury. The announcement referred 
to money said to have been lost by Assistant 


Treasurer Kissel, under Treasurer 
Pauick, and replaced by him. No- 
body could be fonnd who knew 


anything about the statement, and it was gen- 
erally denied us a wild and diaphanous at- 
tempt ut sensationalism. A Post DISPATCH 
reporter visited Comptroller Adreon, who said 
he was entirely in the dark concerning such a 
proceeding. He had no knowledge of any 
money having been taken from the citv treas- 


ury or of any ever having been missed. He 
had heard the story about Kissel, but beyond 
this nis knowledge of any error onthe part of 
anybody conzected with the treasury did not 
go. He badexamined Kissel’s books and found 
them all right. 
Treasurer Merrell was next seen. 
‘*l don’t think there'sthe least bit of truth 
in it,’’ said the Treasurer, who was upto his 
vrmsin business getting ready tuo pav off the 
firemen. ‘*And I don’t believe it for the 
simple reason that there is no ground to base 
xn indictment of anybody upon.

Salary. 


Treasurer Merrell was talking to-day about 
salaries, and how under the former Treasurer 
employes who were in need of money before 
pay-day discounted their earnings to 
the book-keeper of the establishment. They 
gave the book-keeper a power of attorney to 
collect the amount, which they were paid ou 
of the book-keepers’ pocket,less the discount. 

‘*The city government does no 


allow any money to be paid 
out before the regular day,’’ said 


the Treasurer, ‘‘but the men get hard up and 


go to you or me and say: ‘Here, Dil give youa 
power of attorney to collect my salary for this 
month and will pay you so0 much dis- 


count if you let me have cash. 


It has been often done, and 
sometimes not only one, but two and three 
powers of attorney have been given tor the 
same amount by the same man.’’ 

‘That was obtaining money under false 
pretenses,’’ the reporter suggested.
